'Until Within a few years 
I used to box a good deal myiio'f, and 
when i WHS young several times took 
part, in contests of a public or semi- 
public nature, generally, 1 am bound 
to say. with ill success. 1 think box- 
ing is a sport which should he en- 
couraged among boys and young men 
generally. 


"\Vhen I was police commissioner 


I was si ruck by -'i statement made to 
ruo by Jacob 1'lils. to the effect that 
the estHbllshiiiont of hosing olubs in 
many of the poorer districts had re- 
sulted in good in rather unexpected 
wuys; that Is, it had not ouly given 
the vigorous young fellows who oth- 
erwise would join 'gangs' a legiti- 
mate outlet for their activities.- but 
had also markedly reduced the num- 
ber of .-.ffrays in which the knife was 
used.
